The Victim Knocked Down and Tramped 
Upon--Vienna Strikers Fired Upon— 
News from the Labor World. 


C h ic a g o , April 26.—Thomas Gilmore, 
a non-union Carpenter, lies at his home 
on Dearborn street seriously, if not 
fatally, injured. 
He was this morning 
the victim of a murderous assault made 
by a half-dozen strikers. Gilmore start­ 
ed from his home at 7 o’clock this morn­ 
ing, his destination being the house of 
a private family on Forty-third street, 
where he intended making some neces­ 
sary repairs on the tin roofing, work 
not exactly in his line, and he there­ 
fore thought he could perform the work 
without being molested. 
Gilmore carried his carpenter’s tools 
over his shoulder. 
He had no sooner 
got on the street than he was spotted by 
the “ picket” committee of the carpen­ 
ters’ union and followed by a half dozen 
of them. 
They dogged the man until 
he was within a hundred yards of the 
place he intended working at, when six 
of the strikers rushed up from behind. 
W ithout warning, or even asking tho 
defenseless man where he was going, 
the tools were knocked from his head 
by one, another struck him a violent 
blow in tho neck, felling him to the 
ground. 
The 
strikers then literally 
jumped upon the prostrate carpenter, 
kicking him in the head and stomach, i 
aud in the ribs. 
His face was badly cut, 
but the most dangerous wound was a 
long cut on tho scalp, inflicted, presum­ 
ably, by a billet of wood. 
The assail­ 
ants, after pounding their victim until 
he was Insensible, fled. 
Gilmore was 
picked up, bleeding from halt a dozen 
wounds. 
He gave descriptions of some 
of his assailants. 
The case was reported 
to the Central station, and Chief Marsh 
detailed a detective to hunt up the guilty 
men. 
Several non-union carpenters laid the 
flooring at Louis Lagorio’s saloon at 299 
Madison 
street 
yesterday. 
Strik­ 
ers got around just before the job was 
finished and managed 
to assault the 
workmen. 
They then undid the work 
by tearing up the flooring 
The pro­ 
prietor was inclined to do some shoot­ 
ing, but he finally compromised by call­ 
ing the patrol wagon, which arrived 
just in time to be too late, the strikers 
having escaped. 
Trouble with the strikers had been 
feared in the vicinity of the Maxwell 
and Ilinman street stations, but this 
morning no outbreak occurred, and fur­ 
ther difficulty is not anticipated. 
Tho 
police at the Hillman street station were 
notified to look out for trouble at the 
malleable iron works at Twenty-sixth 
street and the Pan-Handle tracks, but 
this morning the men all went back to 
work and the officers were 
satisfied 
that the day will pass without any out­ 
breaks In that quarter. 
Fears are also entertained of trouble 
near Throop and Twenty-second streets, 
but the police report everything per­ 
fectly quiet and peaceable there.

Msjor McKinley struck the keynote 
when he sail that if tbe republican party 
cf this country was pledged to ore sin­ 
gle thing more than another, it was to 
the maintenance of a civil seivice law.

In 17*21 there was born at Lubeck, 
Germany, says the St. Louis Repub­ 
lic. one of the most remarkable char­ 
acters ever known in the history of 
the world, or perhaps that will ever 
be known in all time to come—little 
Christian Henry Heineeken, who could 
pronounce every word contained in the 
German language 
when only 
9£ 
months old. 
When I year of age he 
knew all the leading events in the 
world’s history and w*as as familiar 
with the pentateuch as most modern 
professors are supposed to be with 
their first text book. 
At 14 months he 
could give a complete history of every 
book in both the Old and New Testa­ 
ment.

E lectric Currents o f th e Skin. 
An interesting study has been latel> 
made by Herr TarchenofT of electric 
currents in the skin from mental exci­ 
tation. 
Unpolarizablo clay electrodes, 
connected with a delicate galvanome­ 
ter, were applied to various parts— 
hands, fingers, feet, toes,ear and back, 
and, after compensation of any cur 
rents which occurred during the rest, 
the effects of mental stimulation wen 
noted. 
Light tickling with a brush 
caused, after a few seconds’ period of 
latency, a gradually increasing strong 
deflection. 
Hot water has a like ef­ 
fect, cold or tho pain from a needle 
prick a less. 
Sound, light, taste, and 
smell stimuli act similarly. 
If th 
eyes have been closed some time, inert 
opening of them causes a considerable 
deflection from the skin of tho hand. 
It is remarkable that these skin cur­ 
rents also arise when the sensations 
are merely imagined. 
Mental effort 
produces a current varying with the 
amount. 
If a person is in intense ex­ 
pectation the galvanometer 
mirror 
makes irregular oscillations. 
In all 
the experiments it appeared that, with 
equal nerve excitction, the strength of 
the skin currents depended on the de­ 
gree to which the part of the skin 
bearing the electrodes was furnished 
with sweat glands.
